ampton,  about  seventy -fiv 
New  Haven  and  about  midway  between  Bos¬ 
ton  and  Albany.  It  would  be  a  comparative¬ 
ly  dry  stream  in  the  summer  were  it  not  for 
the  Goshen  and  Williamsburg  reservoirs, 
which  supply  it  with  water,  making  it  one 
of  the  finest  water-powers  in  Massachusetts. 
The  latter  reservoir  was  located  iu  a  gorge 
40  feet  deep  and  a  mile  in  length.  Three 
miles  below  the  dam  was  situated  the  village 
of  Williamsburg,  containing  six  manufactur¬ 
ing  establishments,  with  dwellings  and  a  pop¬ 
ulation  of  1,000.  ILlow  Williamsburg  were 
the  villages  of  SkimuTvillc,  which  contained 
extensive  silk  works;  Haydeuville,  with 
the  brass  works  of  Hayden,  Gere,  A  Co.,  a 
cotton  factory,  a  savings  bank  and  other 
buildings;  Leeds,  another  village  in  which 
Ctisloe’s  button  works  and  a  large  silk  fac¬ 
tory — all  these,  comprising  four  villages, 
clustering  one  after  another  for  several 
miles  in  a  narrow  valley,  were  almost  ob¬ 
literated  by  the  flood  which  came  down 
with  an  appalling  sw  ift  ness.  Upwards  of 
150  lives  were  sacrificed,  and  property  to  the 
amount  of  a  million  of  dollars, 

George  Cheney,  a  man  living  nenr  the 
reservoir,  and  employed  as  gatekeeper  was 
the  first  person  who  became  aware  of  the 
impending  calamity.  His  story,  us  told  to  u 
reporter  of  the  New  York  i Jrttphia ,  is  its  fol¬ 
lows  : 

“About  half-past  six  Saturday  morning  we 
heard  the  water  rushing  from  the  dam.  We 
were  at  breakfast.  “  ‘Father,’  said  I 
thing  is  going  wrong  with  the  dam.  It 
don’t  sound  right.'  “  *  Run  out  um|  see, 
George,’  said  father, 

“I  ran  out  and  saw  a  small  stream  rushing 

out  alongside  the  big  iron  pipe  where  we 

let  out  the  water  to  supply  the  factories.

“Quick  as  lightning,”  Raid  Georgo,  “  J 
strode  across  a  hor&e,  took  a  lath-stick  in 
rny  hand,  and  run  towards  Williamsburg,  j 
ran  for  my  life,  lfehind  J  saw  the  stream 
grow  larger.  It  toured  like  a  train  of  cars. 
Then  it  rumbled  like  thunder.  1  turned  my 
head  around  and  huw  in  the  distance  the 
bank  of  granite,  like  a  big  hill,  move  out. 
On  I  rode,  pell  liiell,  for  Wdliumshurg, 
three  miles.  It  was  about  half -past  seven 
when  I  struck  the  town.” 

A  milkman,  named  Collins  Graves,  hear¬ 
ing  Chenej’s  warning,  jumped  upon  his 
horse  and  dashed  off  towards  Hkinnerville, 
which  he  reached  five  minutes  ahead  of  the 
flood,  shouting,  “Run  !  Save  your  lives  ! 
The  water  is  coming  J” 

At  Haydeuville  Collins  was  two  minutes 
ahead,  but  he  shouted  and  galloped  through 
the  village.  Now  came  the  race  between 
Collins  and  the  flood  for  Leeds.  But  'twas 
no  use.  The  flood  leaped  by  him  liko  a 
train  of  cars.  ' , 

An  eye-witness  of  the  great  disaster  gives 
the  following  description  : 

Early  on  Saturday  morning  I  had  set  out 
from  the  house  of  a  friend  I  had  been  stay¬ 
ing  with  to  meet  nnother  near  the  dam.

EXPLORING  THE  DEATH  VALLEY. 

The  expedition  left  the  Territory  of 
Arizona  in  the  middle  of  December. 
The  boat  party  leaving  camp  Mojave  ou  Sept. 
13,  peached  the  mouth  of  Diamond  Creek 
on  Oct.  19.  The  ascent  of  the  river  was 
comparatively  easy  from  the  Black  and 
Bowlder  Canons,  until  reaching  the  point  of 
crossing  to  the  southward,  when,  not  having 
fully  anticipated  the  increasing  obstacles  to 
entering  the  jaws  of  the  Grand  Canon,  the 
dangers  of  the  trip  were  suddenly  realized  ; 
aud  only  after  much  privation  aud  severe 
labor,  with  a  scarcity  of  food,  did  the  purtv, 
hemmed  iu  by  frowning  walls,  reach  the 
mouth  of  Diamond  Creek,  where  relief  await¬ 
ed  them. 

Death  Valley  in  California  is  a  detrital  sink 

of  unique  physical  characteristics.  This 

whple  region  presents  a  series. of  valleys  of 

detrital  plains,  each  entirely  enclosed  by  the 

Cordilleras  that  are  more  or  less  distinct  as 

u  series  of  mouutain  masses.  The  “  Death 
oi  .inTfiajwri  imcnorco: .  unrn  tot  crcpicSmtms, 

and  has  portions  near  the  center  of  its  axial 
line  below  the  level  of  the  sea,  although  far 
inland,  and  lying  much  to  the  north  of  the 
lower  border  of  the  great  Interior  Basin,  It 
is  the  sink  of  the  Amargosa  River,  which 
has  its  suitrco  iu  the  areas  of  drainage  form¬ 
ed  to  the  south  and  east  of  Belmont.  Nev., 
truverses  the  desert  of  tlmt  name  while  pass¬ 
ing  southward,  until,  reaching  lat.  33  41  5  , 
it  makes  an  abrupt  angle  to  the  west,  and 
thence,  at  right  angles  to  the  north,  reaches 
the  point  of  greatest  depression,  a  little  less 
than  300  feet  below  sea  level,  in  the  heart  of 
Death  Valley  proper.  This  valley,  of  the 
ordinary  oval  form,  is  fully  70  miles  in 
leugth,  varying  from  5  to  15  miles  in  width, 
surroi  uded  by  frowning  mountains  of  vol¬ 
canic  and  sedimentary  origin,  the  Telescope 
Rang?,  rising  higher  than  10,000  feet.  The

The  mail  on  horsebuck  who  gallopod 
through  “  Hillsboro”  just  in  ndvaxtoo  of  the 
flood,  shouting  out  his  warning  of  coming 
dcuth  is  exactly  paralleled  by  Cullius  Graves, 
who  rode  down  Mill  River  Vulley  with  the 
coming  flood  close  at  his  heel*,  and  to  whose 
frantic  cries  the  salvation  of  hundred*  of 
lives  is  doubtless  due.  And  tbe  wild  untie* 
played  by  the  water  in  cither  cm*  no  closely 
resembles  one  uuother  that  the  chapter  in 
Ruade's  novel  might  ulm.ost  be  used  us  a  re¬ 
port  of  the  Massachusetts  catastrophe.
